UNPROFITABLE MILCH COWS. 


How « Young Man Learned that Hit 


Faiher'e Cow* were kept at a lots 
and how to make them 
Profitable. 


An Ohio former has a son who was 


last year granted a county scholar 
ship, good for two years, in the col- 
lege of Agriculture at the'Ohio State 
University. Among other things, he 
is studying Dairying and has learned 
to test milk. 


His father keeps five cows, which 


get along as best they can on short 
pasture and corn 
stalks and corn 


nubbins. The calves get some milk 
and the remainder is made into but- 
ter 
by the old fashioned method. 


The son recently 
went 
home and 


while there, made some calculations. 
He weighed each cow's mlik and took 
samples back to Columbus for test- 
ing. The five cows gave in one day 
46 pounds of milk, testing 4.3 per 
cent butter fat or 1.9S Ib. If properly 
handled, this milk would yield 2.21 
pounds of butter. But thai was not 
ill that he learned. The milk is set 
in tin cans and stone crocks and 
skimmed at the end of twenty-fou-r 
lours. The skim milk in one crock 
tested 1.1 per cent butter fat and 
all the others 2 per cent. When it 
is remembered that the whole milk 
tested 4.3 per cent fat, it will 
be 


seen that nearly half of the butter fat 
worth at least 20 cents per pound, 
goes with the skim milk and Is fed 
:o pips. The son figures that the fat 
thus lost in the skim milk in 
the 


course of a year would be worth $60. 
It could be nearly all recovered with 
a centrifugal hand separator, which 
could be purchased at t^at price. At 
tne end of this year, he is 
going 


back to the farm and help his father 
to stop up some of the holes through 
which he Is losing the dollars—for 
butter fat can be converted into dol- 
lars. 


This fanner's condition is just like 


hundreds of other farmers in 
Ohio 


and this boy is doing what hundreds 
of other fanner's sons ought to do— 
educating themselves so 
that 
they 


may know how to stop tne leaks on 
their father's farm.
